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WAITERS WAGES 


Many Recelve None at all—Some 
Make Big Money 

The statement made recently to the 
effect that although head waiters 
sometimes pay proprietors of hotels 
and ae eager g ag much as $50 a 
week for their positions, they are 
able to live in style, have house pro- 
perty, motor cars and servants is no 
exaggeration. Many walters’ posit- 
fons, thanks to the generosity of the 
public in the matter of tips, are most 
lucrative, At large establishments 
it 18 no common thing for the tips to 
average as much as $150 a day, This 
ig pooled, the manager and the head 
waiter taking te lion’s share, the re- 
mainder being divided among the 
cooks, chefs, and ordinary waiters of 
the establishment. 

At one hotel the head waiter re 
celves on an average about $100 a 
week from the pool, while $25 to $50 
a week is frequently the head waiter’s 
share of the tips in smaller establish- 
ments, 

Two years ago there was a great 
demonstration in Hyde Park against 
the pooling system, a demand being 
made for the abolition of tips and an 
adequate wage. It \ as then declar- 
ed that a head walter at one large 
West end hotel, who had a salary of 

40 a week, took in addition about 
86 a week from the box in which the 
tips were placed. The ordinary wait- 
ers, however, who were paid $2.50 a 
week only received another $2.50 as 
their share of the tips. 

In some hotels and restaurants the 
rule is for the head waitcr to take 
two shares to every one of the ordin- 
ary waiters from the pool, and this 
accounts for the disproportion of the 
share-out, It is estimated that in the 
busiest time a waiter’s share of the 
tips in a good ‘lass hotel would 
amount to about $15 per week, out of 
which he hao-to pay the proprietor 


certain gommission for the job, receiy- t 


ing of course, no wages. 

In New York ‘hotel tipping has 
reached an extraordinary scale. A 
short time ago an action was taken 
against a certain hotel by a man who 
declared that an attempt was being 
made to break what he termed his 
hat and coat checking contract. Ev!i- 
dence showed that he paid no less than 
$1500 a year to the management for 
the privilege of taking care of the 
cloak-room and that another man was 
trying to acquire the privilege by ‘of- 
fering $2000. It also transpired that 
the worth of the job was about $5,000 
a year intips, In larger New York 
hotels an even greater price is charg- 
ed for a cloak-room contract, in one 
case it being as much as $4500.

Lifeboats, including two motor-boats, 
have been installed to accommodate 
every passenger on board. Some idea 
of the size of the Aquitania may be 
gathered from the fact that it will 
easily accommodate 4,000 passengers 
and will have a crew of 1,200, the 
complement of a first-class battleship. 


A novel feature of a wedding cele- 
brated at St. John’s Church, Brook- 
lands, near Manchester, a few days 
ago, was the singing by the bride's 
sister of the well-known sentimental 
song: ‘Because,’ during the signing 
of the register.

Each woodpecker in the United 
States is worth $20 in cash, when the 
yalue is estimated on the valuo of the 
good that this bird docs to trees, says 
the Manchester Union. Other birds 
are worth stms proportionate to the 
good that they d The nuthatch 
creeper and chickadee are worth from 
$6 to $16, varying with the locality and 
the condition of trees and crops: The 
downy woodpecker is also the relent- 
less enemy of the codling moth, an 
insect that damages our apple crops 
to an extent of $12,000,000. 

In the war Letween the insects and 
the trees millions of dollars are being 
spent each year by trea owners who 
know that Insects have increased s0 
rapidly of late years that their trees 
must be protected. The locust and 
maple trees are preyed upon by the 
bag insects; elms are sprayed in order 
to kill the elm beetles, while borers 
are slaughtering th» hickories.

An Invention That May Give Us Gold

or Silver Flecked Garments, 

Delicate laces in silver or bronze ot 
gold for the trimmings of a gown, 
gorgeous paintings in the rich colors of 
polished metals, brass conted balloons 
und scores of other strange articles 
are made possible by a little device 
that sprays hot metal particles so that 
they will stick on a fabric and yet will 
not burn It. For many years attempts 
have been made with more or jess suc- 
cess to spray metal successfully, anda 
Swiss engineer seems to have discover 
ed the secret. 

His metal spray machine is used 
much as is an ordinary atomizer or al- 
most exactly as an artist uses an air 
brush, and it is about the size of an 
atomizer. The wire or strip of the met- 
al, such as gold, that is to be used is 
placed in the device, and gas, fed by a 
flexible pipe from a tank, heats the end 
of the wire or strip of metal to a white 
heat. Another flexible pipe from a 
tank of eompressed air supplies power 
for blowing tiny particles of the white 
hot metal on the material to be coated 

It has been found that the metal par- 
ticles grip well on the fabric they hit 
and almost seem tu weld together, yet 
they do not set it afire, and coatings 
have been successfully applied to wood, 
paper, lace, cloth, celluloid and even 
explosives as well as to other metals. 
It is possible to apply a very thin coat- 
fog by means of this machine. 

So striking are the effects that spray- 
ed metals make possible for gowns that 
the first use of the new device 4s likely 
to come in dress goods and trimmings, 
but many uses of more commercial im. 
portance have been suggested. The in. 
ventor bas coated radiators with brass, 
lined cans with tin, copper coated inet- 
al for ships’ bottoms, covered moving 
picture screens with aluminium and ca-

SKY SOUNDING BALLOONS. 


Rise Till They Burst, Then Parachute 
Down With Their Records. 

The limit to which manned balloons 

can ascend is about 30,000 feet, but a 

sounding balloon lately sent up fn Italy 


{at the University of Pavia reached a 


height of 121,000 feet or nearly twenty 
three miles. 

At regular Intervals, simultaneous!) 
in all the large countries, the weather 
observers make tests of the upper at 
by means of sounding balloons. These 
balloons are usually about six feet in 
diameter and are filled with free hy 
drogen gas. ‘They carry an instrument 
called a meteorograph, which registers 
and records the altitude, temperature, 
humidity and wind velocity. Since the 
balloons rise with great speed and al- 
most in a vertical line the ascents re- 
semble somewhat the descent of a lead 
line from a ship in the ocean, and this 
resemblance accounts for the name 
“sounding balloon.” Eventually the 
balloon reaches a height above which 
it cannot go, If the gas bag Its of silk 
it collapses. If it is of india rubber it 
In either case a parachute 
descends, bringing the recording ap- 
paratus with it. 

The greatest height attained by one 
of the balloons in the United States 
was at Huron, S. D., on Sept. 1, 1910. 
That ascent was 30,400 meters or a lit- 
tle less than nineteen miles. 

Wherever the sounding balloons have 
hnve been used, whether near the 
equator or in northern latitudes, the 
records have shown that after six 
miles above the earth the temperature 
no longer drops rapidly as the instru. 
ment ascends, but at times becomes 
stationary. 

The lowest temperature during the 
recent remarkable filght was 70 4-10 
degrees below zero, F., at a point 
twelye and one-half miles bhigh.— 
Youth's Companion,
